RAPHICSeURCKS

Apart from the usuaJ 6E0S graphics like DiskArt, 
'lOGHS and LoiribArt, qraphics fiom other 
softuiare, ere a very good source of quality 
clip art. of course PrinlShop springs to mind 
imediatley, the qyalstij is very ,qood ond theg 
ore an idea! size for criorkg uses such as labels 
at., ftlso h'euisroom, uihich for me is as good 
match uihen it comes to the qualit<| of the 
clip orl, has an advantage over PrintShop in 
that they vary in size and this con of course 
be more sfnportant. But houi do uie get them 
into CEOS ?. Well there are quite a number of 
coR',»aflec pregrasss and I supp&ss It j«sl 
depends uihich one suite you best. Berkley 
Softuiofks oain graphics converter "CRAPHICS 
GRABBER' is quite a good one, and uihen 
loaded into aa RaniDisk is very fast. It has the 
0dvantQge over some of the others in that it 
allows you to vieui the grophic first and it is 
then converted and placed into a photo album, 
and here is another advantage, it ollows you 
to change photo album in betu^een each 
graphics: conversion, for example, uihen going 
through a PrintShop graphic disc one graphic 
could be computer orientated and the next an 
animal. Using Srophics grabber you ufouid first 
vieuf the graphic, then chose 'computersl' 
photo album place it in the album, then vieui 
the next graphic an snimol, chnge to "animalsr 
photo album and plovcve that one there. With 
the much faster autoimatic converter programs, 
all the graphics are put into the same album 
one after the other as they appear on the 
disc. So there is in this comparison a 
difference of speed against ordeliness. The 
photo album holds a maximum of 68 pages. 



CEOS U2.8 manual Page 269!. When I convert 
PrintShop grohics I usually use graphic Storm 
that super automatic converter from the 
prolific geos softuiare genius at STORM 
SVSIEMS Joe Buckley. I first of all 'CREATE HEW 
ALBUM', and call it uihalever the printshop disk 
is called, for example "PS qrahics Uol t". If 
this disc cotains more that 68 graphics ! put 
half of them In PS Uol lA and the others in 
IB, this suay I can keep an easy check on 
u«hat graphic is ufhere. The ufay I do this is, I 
use PS GUMP +2.8, (Jihich dumps an entire disc 
of PrintShop graphics to printer, putting 18 
grohics oecross the page by 11 rouis doujn, 
therefore putting 118 PrintShop graphics on an 
A4 sheet. By naming the olbum the same as 
the PrintShop disc you have instant 
identification of which graphic and uihere it is 
located. For storage I use g 1581 Disc drive 
ufhich has a capacity of almost 868 Kilobytes 
and miil store quite a number of albums. So 
although this method does not allouj putting 
graphics of the same nature in their 
appropriate albums this could be done 
afterwards uiith a program like Photo Mover 
by Rick Coleman. I find it better to keep them 
in their original place and use the PrintShoip 
dump as a reference. Nhen 1 convert 
Heuisroom I use graphics Grobber as I do not 
usually u$ant every single graphic. I name the 
album the same as the Heujsroom eg Men 1, 
Men 2 etc I just call H^R MEK. Then for 
pictiure reference I dump the olbum to printer 
using Photo Print by Save Hunt, this is 
shareufore and so should be available from our 
Public Domain and Shareujore library once u»e 
get it going.. There are quite a number of 
graphic converter programs for other software 
also like Doodle and Koala paint, these may be 
covered in a future article.
